WHY FLTHOMAS? 

Along with the three great ques- 
tions which have agitated the minds 
of all the great philosophers namely 
Who struck Billy Patterson? What

for squad drill, it is said that two 
squads may drill upon this ground if 
they exercise care and not run into 
each other. No rifle range is to be 
•found; no water save in the muddy 
Ohio which is some ninety feet be- 
low the ground of the fort and at the 
foot of an inaccessible bluff. Not 
even a railroad spur connect this 
frontier fort with civilization. Every 
piece of baggage must be hauled out 
over the five miles which lie between 
it and the nearest railroad station 

The St. Bernard Mining Company 
of Earlington, Ky., offered a site to 
ihe state, which was refused upon the 
technical ground of being utterly in 
accessible. Let us note this situation 
just a bit. We find that the major- 
ity of our constituency of the upper 
part of the state have been too busy 
with peanut politics of the back room 
saloon variety to even know where 
the model town of Earlington is. It 
is situated in Hopkins County on the 
main line ot the L. & N. Railroad, 
between St. Louis and New Orleans. 
The Federal Census gave the town 
some 440O population and this does 
not include all. There are eight 
through passenger trains daily, to say 
nothing of the eight local passenger 
trains. A beautiful lake supplies 
ample water for all this community. 
The entire community enjoys the 
best of health and it has the local 
-jeputation of being a health resort. 

Suppose we look for a moment at 
-the proposed camp site at Earlington. 
This ground is upon a beautiful ridge 
■which is 650 feet above seas level 
and there is a natural drainage in 
.every direction. The city water mains 
could be extended within a few hours 
and water could be— if desired on tap 
in every tent at a nominal cost. 
There would be fifty thousand acres 
t>f ground for hiking and the study 
•of real warfare. Much of this ground 
ibeing clad with the original forest, 
xtrould furnish ample opportunity for 
endurance tests and all form of prac- 
tice for brush fighting. Furthermore 
ihere is ample open ground upon 
•which to maneuver , the armies of 



Europe. Close by the camp is the 
first rifle range established in the 
state. 

If the officials in charge really 
desired to train the guards before ex- 
posing them to the horrors of bandit 
warfare why then did they refuse 
this site and select Fort Thomas. 
Why are these boys enlisted and giv. 
en an improved Springfield unless 
they are to be trained in the actnal 
handling of this tire arm with accur- 
acy? Are we simply collecting some 
connon fodder for the Mexican hom- 
bres? Why carrv them Fort Thorn, 
as and simply have them march five 
miles to reach a railroad, when a 
through railroad passes the offered 
camp site here.and they could entrain 
right in the camp itself? Why this 
and why a thousand more things? 

It has been said by some of the 
objectors that there are not enough 
amusements in Earlington for the 
camp. Do we then understand that 
the state is simply gathering up sev- 
eral thousand men for a Mexican 
Ball? or to attend some of the State 
functions of the doughty Carranza? 
It is true that there are no saloons in 
Earlington, Crap Joints, Hutche 
Cutche Parhrs or the like. But there 
is an abundance of clean, moral man. 
hood, and plenty of fresh air, pure 
water, and plenty of 100m for all of 
the National Guards of a half dozen 
states to mobolize, train and prepare 
for actual warfare. Furthermore 
there are more through trains in Earl- 
ington than in Campbell County in a 
week. These trains could be spotted 
right at the camp site and live thous- 
and men could be entrained in less 
than an hour. With our twenty-tive 
miles of side track in our yard the 
boys could make a much better get 
away than] is frequently made at 
Latonia. 

Does [not the doughty General 
Roger Williams know that the very 
yroximity Cincinnati to Fort Thomas 
is a great danger to the average coun 
try boy? These boys when once 
granted leave of camp would immed 
iately go to the Queen City and hie 
themselves away across the Rhine 
and take Fort Beer and other outly 
ing and exposed breastworks Will

Faced by demands from the conductors, engineers, firemen and brakemen 
that would impose on the country an additional burden in transportation cosh off 
$100,000 000 a year, the railroads propose that this wage problem be settled by 
reference to an impartial Federal tribunal. 

With these employes, whose efficient service is acknowledged, the railroad* 
have no differences that could not be considered fairly and decided justly by 
• public body. 

Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 

The formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlement off 

the controversy is as follows: 

"Our conferences have ilemonttraled that we cannot harmonise our difference* of opinion and that eventually the- ■ 
matten in controversy muat be passed upon by other and diiihtereattd agencies. Therefore, we propose that your 
propoaala and the propoaition of the railwaya be disposed of by one or the other of the following met hods: 
1. Preferably by aubmiaaion to the Interatale Commerce Commiaalon, the only tribunal which, by reason of It* 
•-'•jmiilaied information bearing on railway conditions and its control of the revenue of the railwaya, ia in a poel- 
lion mi consider and protect the right* and equitiea of all the intereata affected, and to provide additional revenue 
necesaarv to meet tht added coat of operation in caae vour propoaala art found by th* Commiaaion to be jusi and 
reasonable; or, in tht tvent tht Interatale Commerce Commiaaion cannot, under existing laws, act in tht premise*, 
thai we jointly requeat Congress to take aueh action aa may be necessary to enable th* Commi sion to consider and 
promptly dispose of the questions involved; or 

I. By arbitration in accordance with the provisions of the Federal law" (The lowlands Act). 

Leaders Refuse Offer and Take Strike Vote 

Leaders of the train service brotherhoods, at the joint conference held in Nevk '^j 
York, June 1-15, refused the offer of the railroads to submit the issue to arbitration 1 
or Federal review, and the employes are now voting on the question whethet ' .1 
authority shall be given these leaders to declare a nation-wide strike. ^4 

The Interstate Commerce Commission is proposed by the railroads as the 
public body to which this issue ought to be referred for these reasons:

A Question For the Public to Decide 

The railroads feel that they have no right to grant a wage preferment off 
$100,000,000 a year to these employes, now highly paid and constituting only 
one-fifth of all the employes, without a clear mandate from a public tribunal ' 
shall determine the merits of the case after a review of all the facts. 

The single issue be/ore the country is whether this controversy is to be settled by 
impartial Government inquiry or by industrial war/a
